METROPOLITAN ORGANIZATION 


The Metropolitan organization of the YoMoCeoAcs of Montreal is made 
up of eleven branches, including Sir George Williams College and 
Schools. With the exception of Central and the College, each of 
the branches serves a specific area of Greater Montreal. Central 
Branch and Sir George Williams College and Schools, located in the 
heart of Montreal’s business section, draw their members and 
students from all parts of the city. Each of the Program Branches 
is governed by a Board of Management, while Sir George Williams 


College and Schools is under the direction of a Board of Governorso 


The Metropolitan Board of Directors has general oversight of the 


whole YoMo.CoAo operation in Montrealo 


Central Branch - 1441 Drummond Street - “Drummond-Stanley Building* 
has extensive facilities for physical activities, club rooms, social 
area, food service and a residence which can accommodate 540 meno 
This branch conducted extension units at Strathearn and Devonshire 
Schools in the east downtown area and St. Lambert in 1957. 


NOTE2 30,000 square feet of space in Centrai building is used 
for offices and classrooms by the evening Blementary and 
High Schools, the Business §chool and the School of 
Retailing. The physical and social facilities are also 
used for organized college astivities, as well as indie- 
vidual student useo The Drummond, Stanley and College 
buildings are closely integrated, uging a sentral heat= 
ing plant and a common maintenance staff for purpose of 
economy and efficiencyo

PROGRAM 


Program Modernization - 1957 marks an important point in the program 
modernization of the YoMoCoAo of Montreal. In May, a two-day confere 
ence of the secretarial staff was held at Christieville, at which 
drafts of two documents = “Vales For Living* and a "Guide To Conducting 
Program in the YoMoCoAo of Montreal® = were thoroughly reviewed and 
revised to the point where it was felt they were ready to be put into 


use tentatively. 


The “Values For Living™® suggests the specific purposes, goals and 
objectives of our program, while the “Guide To Conducting Program™ 
states the principles and main methods by which the YoMoCoAo attempts 


to achieve these valueso 


In October, the program committes presented the two documents, at a 
Metropolitan Board meeting they were adopted for experimental use for 
one year, after which they will be revised in terms of experiences 

Plans were completed at the end of the year for a staff training program 
for the purpose of re-orienting staff in understanding and skills for 


putting the principles of these two documents into use in the branches. 


Of the 15 program units, consisting of 11 branches and 4 camps, five 
have accepted the “Values For Living™ as the aims of their program, 
while six have taken preliminary actiono The “Guide To Conducting 


Program® has been acted upon by 9 branches and discussed by 4 otherso 
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PROGRAM = continuede 


This whole process has been stimulating to those involved, and encour 


aging results have been evidenced by the growth and development of 


program in the brancheso 


Clubs and Groups 

Opportunities for achieving the “Values For Living” with boys, girls 
and young people are presented when groups of intimate friends are 
related together and participate in activities which are of a whole- 


some naturdo 


These groups are organized on democratic principles and are respons= 


ible for their own programs within the limits of their capacity and 


maturitye Volunteer leaders and counsellors, recruited and trained by 


the YoMcCoAc, help these young people in the operation of their clubs 


In 1954, the Annual Report listed 78 of these clubse.oooo in 1957, there 


were over 500 such groups in the Associatione 


In addition to these, there were a thousand other interest groups and 
classes, making a total of 1,520 with an enrollment of 28,367, and an 


aggregate attendance of 483,436.

The whole program of the YoMoCoAo of Montreal was conducted in a 
framework of educational processes and methods, with many informal 
activities led by specialists in their various fields. Falling in 
this category were bellet, oil painting, auto mechanics, photography, 
wood working, leathercraft, sewing, smocking, skiing, figure skating, 


archery, pottery making, fencing, and others. 


Total enroliment in these groups was 3,204 different individuals, 
with total attendance of 46,622, while in other areas of informal 
education, such as lectures, forums, study groups and motion pictures,

siderable growth in 1957 and is due to be chartered shortly. 


Beside the opportunities for individual growth and development, these 
Clubs sontribute much by way of financial assistance and leadership 


to the program of the younger YoMcCoAo memberso 


So-Ed Clubs = were conducted last year by thres of the branches of the 
Montreal Association.

This swimming program consists of a pro- 
gression of tests ranging from the beginner's test through to senior 
life savingo With the frequency of tragic swimming, boating and other 
accidents which could be prevented by a better understanding of swimming,

Social Recreation - There was a total attendance of 78,188 during the 
year at social events, consisting of dances, parlor socials, dramatic 
and musical activities, and a variety of trips, tours and outings.

Extracurricular Activities; The total program of extracurricular 
activities is extensive and complex. These range from athletics to 
religious clubs and from study groups to the large social events such 
as the Christmas bello Altogether the extracurricular program of the 
College and Schools may well be one of the largest single YoMoCoAo 
branch programs in Canadao The two student societies (the Students? 
Undergraduate Society and the Evening Students’ Association) under 
which activities are conducted have had their own problems with in- 
creased registrationo Nevertheless, nearly all planned events have 
proceeded without undue strain, and the leadership given by student 


officers has in itself been an important aspect of this undertakingo 


Some outstanding aspects of extracurricular activity in 1957 were 

(a) the YoMoC.Ao World Service campaign in which over $3,100 was 
raised, (b) thse freshmen reception week, (c) the Blood Donor 

Clinic with the Canadian Red Cross Society, (d) the World University

After long consideration, the Board of Governors announced in February 
that an engineering course in both day and evening divisions would open 
in the Fall, with a limited registration of thirty students in each 


division for the inaugural yearo 


Convocations 

During 1957, three convocations were heldo The first on February 23rd 
for the purpose of installing Dro Ho Fe Hall as Principale The regular 
Spring Convocation took place on May 24th at St. James United Church, 
and a Fall Convocation was held on November 23rd in Birks Hall. The 
Business College, School of Art, School of Retailing, and Evening 
Elementary and High Schools all held separate graduation exercises.

The emphasis of the Yo.Mo.C.Ao since its inception has been on the value 
of individual personality, and while it is impossible to measure acce- 
urately the effect of the YoM.C.A.o on the lives of individuals, mention 


is made here of two of the more tangible personal services. 


In The Men’s Residenses 
Three of our branches, Central, International and Westmount, have men’s 


residences which provide accommodation at a reasonable cost to young 


meno During 1957, this service supplied 191,213 bed nightso 


The residence of the Central Branch, located in the downtown area, 
attracts the student, the serviceman, the “Y® member from another city 
or another country, the foreign visitor, or the young man coming to 
the city for the first timeo While in Montreal they are rendered many 
of the services needed to make their stay in our city as pleasant and 


wholesome as possible. 


Personal Interviews and Counselling 


Sir George Williams College maintains a counselling service which 
emphasizes personal adjustment through psychological testing and 
counselling, to establish realistic educational and vocational goals 
for each studento The College also maintains office space for two 
full time Placement Officers through cooperation with the National

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EMPHASIS 


“The YoMoCoAc is a world-wide fellowship of men and boys united by a 
common loyalty to Jesus Christ for the purpose of developing Christian 
personality and building a Christian society” -- these familiar words, 
known as the YoMoCoAo purpose as stated by the International Cleveland 
Convention, 1931, continue to be the fundamental basis of all the work 
of the Montreal Y.MoC.Aco Reference has been made in the program sec= 
tion about the steps which are being taken to express our basic purpose 
in a workable framework, entitled "Values for Living.” This study and 
examination of methods and tools and the modus operandi of the program 
dosa not detract or eliminate in any way much that has been done in 
the past but makes possible a more significant performance in the real- 


ization of goalso 


To delineate the extent to which basic purposes are being realized is 
a task which would defy the wisdom of a Solomon, and yet it is def- 
initely known that day by day, the impact on hundreds of lives as the 
program is adding its contribution toward the development of Christian 
personality. Christian emphasis to some is related to certain acti- 
vities = to those however on whom the planning and execution of the 
YoMoCoAc programs rests it is not omly specific activities but a plus 
factor permeating all = a motivating forse behind the entire range of 
activities which leaves its imprint, sometimes readily discernable, at 


other times in a manner which may not be found in overt expressione 
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EMPHASIS = continued. 


Formal worship services, devotional periods, induction services, 
religious discussions, camp fire services, personal interviews, 
Conferences, circulation of Week of Prayer booklets, are typical 

of the kinds of activity where direct Christian emphasis is an 
integral part of the programo “The Captain’s Chapel” in the Central 


Building has been open daily for meditation. 
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MEMORIALS COMMITTEE 


This is a standing committee of the Board of Directors. It was est= 
ablished several years ago under the chairmanship of Mro George Hodge 
to arrange for proper recognition of former officers and leaders of 
the Associations Under its direction, bronze plaques were erected in 
the Central Branch foyer, recognizing the service of former members 
of the Montreal YoM.oC.A.o in two World Wars; names of early leaders 
have been inscribed in the Hall of Remembrance leading to the 
Captain's Chapels and plates have been installed in certain rooms

The Financial Campsign, the largest single annual undertaking organized 
on a Metropolitan basis, was hald November 18th to December 2nd with an 
ob jective of $225,000. The experience and results were excellent in 
spite of substantial losses, though deaths, removals, eteo The organi- 
zational structure was strong, the leadership effective, the morale of 
workers good, and the pre-campaign efforts to inform, to enthuse, and 
to guide workers reached a larger number than usualo The final returns 


showed $233,000 having been secured from 13,812 contributors. 


Mro Wo So Kirkpatrick for the second time as General Chairman, gave
